In claim 1, line 7, amend the recitation of "heating and melting said adhesive material" to 
-heating and melting the coated adhesive material--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not reasonably teach or suggest the step of heating and melting the adhesive material after it 
has been coated on the surface of the CNT-FED in combination with the other claim limitations. 
Additionally, pg. 6 of the present specification teaches that such steps help the adhesive attach to 
the triode structure of the CNT-FED closely and uniformly.
